Under the heading“ Good news for Natives,” thie folldw- 
ing appears: A Local Government of Hind enquired of 
the Seoretary of State whether natives could be appointed 
‘Assistant Registrate i in the Appeal Department of the High 
Courts, as well as in the Registering Department. The 
reply is said to have been that even higher appointments 
might be bestowed upon natives, and that when such vac 
cies occur, neither colour nor caste ought to be allowed te 
stand in the way. But that the appointments of Lieutenant- 
Governor, Members of Council,, Head of the Customs, Go., 
‘should of course be reserved for Europeans to fill; and in 
each High Court two N ative Registrars, Registrar-General, 
and Civil J adgships of districts, are fit appointments for 
‘Hindoostanees ; but at the time of selecting them gare must
